"Senate Gives Out Those of Committee 
on Isle of Pines Treaty. 


'Vashington, Poi). 13.-- The senate in 
executive session during tile day made 
public tho majority and minority re­ 
ports from the committee on foreign 
relations on the treaty ceding to Cuba 
the ti;ii1 to tile isle of Pines. 
The ma­ 
jo rity views substantially as given in 
the majority report rd ready have been 
published. The minority report, which 
is signed by Senators Morgan and W. 
A. Clark, upholds the contentions of 
Americans who have invested on the 
island that they were warranted in do­ 
ing oo by tho language 
of the Hiatt 
amendment and the 
Cuban constitu­ 
tion, as well as early announcements 
made by Assistant Secretary of W a r 
MeiKeljohn that the title was vested in 
the United 
States by the 
treaty of 
Paris. 
The m inority report adds that 
if the island is turned over to Cuba it 
w ill 
be unsafe 
to leave 
Americans 
there, for if they were maltreated this 
government 
would lie compelled 
to 
protect them. 
It is stated that from 
the hour t Ii is government again sent 
soldiers to Cuba the destiny of that re 
public would 
lie that of 
Ireland or 
Egypt and the republic would disap­ 
pear. 
Senator Morgan, who drafted tile re­ 
port, contends that tile adjustment of 
title in fact amounts to a sale, which 
congress alone is empowered to make.

the British arm y; led the mutiny of 
Hie Fifteenth Minnesota volunteers in 
Georgia and shot an Italian in the arm 
in a fight at Hibbing, Minn.
